That aaaaa endeavor ia thio diraetion is
eontsmalatsd tho praaaaca of ao away die-
tinguiaoed mambora ot the Repablloaa party
ia the ante-rooms of tho oonveatioa and
whore tho delegates moot do congregate, and
tho awromoat to make Senator Erarto per-
nwaaot ehairman, appears only too strongly
aeleaiatod to saggeoU OsUoeibly nnd ia tho
mala, however, aueh delegates as have mads
thio aubjoeta topio of convarution aver that
the sole otyeet of the oonveatioa ia to devise
the boat moans of oonduoting taoooosfailr,
from a Ropabiieaa otaadpoint, next years
eampalga, ia oocordaaoe with tbo apirit of
thocall. Mow York hafl the largoot repre-
sentation, followed oieeelvby Ohio and Pena-
aylvania. Memaohoeetts also eeads an in-
flnoathtl delegation. While tho belief very
atroogly prevails among many that the real
motive underlying thesail for the convention
is to organise the Repnblioan foroes around

Blaiao, tho Ohio Republican League,
repreeenting over oeventy olnbo, sig-
alftaanUy announces that ‘“conceding
tho falleat individual liberty of ox-

oromioa on matten of policy act hereto-
fore officially declared the exoouiivo com-
mittee and officers of the Ohio Ropabiieaa
Loggno reopoottnlly declare as their opinion
that at the Motional Convention of Repub-
Uoaa Clubs at Mew York no action should bo
token to formulate a distinctive platform, as
that privilege aad doty belongs exclusively
to the representative party ooavanuooa duly
aallad for that purpoae; but tbs efforts of tbo
Maw York convention should bo confined to
devising manna for maintaining and perfect-
ing Repnblioan organisation*. Daring the
proceedings here ex-Congressman Horr, of
Michigan, will deliver no address on the
ligaor and aalooo question, aad ex-8enator
Warmer Millar aad Representative* McKin-
ley aad Barrows will deliver addresseeon
the subject of tbo tariff The manner ia
whbiah these efforts may be received is counted
on as likely to afford some Indication
ot tho preferssees of tho delegatee as
to their favorite* ia the presidential rape,
while on tho other hand it iscontended, with
a lair ehow of rtaton, that the conditions
under wbtoh the Republican campaign is to
ha conducted next year are vastly different
from those which the party controlled while
ia power. Yoluatary Republican organisa-
tion* throughout the entire country are,
therefore, recognised to be absolutely indis-
pensable to the successful conduct of the
campaign, as offioo-holdert can no longer look
after tho party machinery.  Tho mission of
the Mew York convention is, there-
fore, , regarded as a peremptorily neces-
sary oas, aad it is considered none too
early to begin tho campaign. A ootnmittee
oa asoociate organizations was appointed by
tho Mow York Club soma time asm, and the
convention practically originated from this
body. Itis believed that snoh a basis will
bo dseidod npoa at tho oonvention as to
seenro tho co-operation of olnbe now existing
throughout all the States aad Territories, and
to favor tho organisation of clubs where nou*
exist, so that the augmented and united
organisations may attain to tbo same power
in Bute aad national politic* as that hith-
erto wielded by tb* Republican party when
It bald ton mine of the national administra-
tion.

Need Judge Gresham Out There.

San Francisco, December 15.—James
Harkins, who was supposed to be ee:*ving a
sentence of twelve menthe’ imprisonment in
thaooaaty jail atBaa Jo**, has been dis-
covered walking around the city. Harkins,
who is known ns “Uncle Jimmy,” is tho
head of tb# opium smuggling ring which a
few yean ago controlled the custom house
and tho United States Court Commissloasn,
aad conducted operationson a scale that made
several of tho conspirator* vary wealthy.
Harkins owns three large ranches in the
best part of Santa Crust County. The crime
of which be was convicted was the bribiug of
United States Court Commissioner O’Brien
to discharge two boatmen caught smuggling
eom* |15,000 worth of opium from a Pacific
mail steamer lying in San Francisco bay.
Yesterday he was seen strolling around the
town without a guard, and inquiry reveals
the fact that he is boarding at the leading
hotel, goes riding every afternoon on tbe
fashionabledrive, and spends days without
surveillance at tb* dock-shooting grounds of
aolub fifteen miles from tha city.
